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During  the  past  Basket  Ball  season,  C.  H  S.  won  fifty  percent 
of  the  games  played.  Remembering  that  the  hall  was  not  com¬ 
pleted  for  practice  until  late  in  the  season,  that  the  team  was  com¬ 
posed  of  inexperienced  players,  this  is  quite  a  remarkable  record. 
The  victory  over  Fairfield  Hi,  a  combination  associated  together, 
practically  to  a  man  for  two  years,  and  a  team  which  had  not  met 
defeat  this  season  until  they  clashed  with  C.  H.  S.,  was  especially 
elating. 

Another  feature  was  the  entrance  of  the  team  into  the  Wooster 
Tournament.  Unfortunately  C.  H.  S.  met  one  of  the  runners-up 
in  the  early  stages  and  were  thus  eliminated.  However,  the 
experience  alone  was  well  worth  the  effort. 

Basket  Ball  has  always  been  a  favorite  sport  of  the  student 
body  of  C.  H.  S.  as  well  as  the  citizens  of  Columbiana.  The 
support  accorded  by  the  people  of  the  town  in  the  way  of  liberal 
patronage  and  enthusiastic  spirit  was  most  encouraging.

With  the  acquisition  of  a  Basket  Ball  Hall,  the  girls  of  C.  H.  S. 
organized  a  basket  ball  team.  Although  organized  late  in  the 
season,  it  succeeded  in  making  a  very  good  record.  Mr.  Havinghurst 
coached  the  team  and  to  him  success  attained  is  largely  due. 

With  the  added  experience  of  another  year  and  continued  pri¬ 
vilege  of  having  a  basket-ball  hall,  we  hope  for  a  still  better  team. 
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Should  there  have  been  a  “Doubting  Thomas”  among  Columbi¬ 
ana  High’s  host  of  friends  previous  to  the  Annual  County  Meet,  held 
at  Lisbon,  May  8th,  he  certainly  mu*t  now  be  convinced  that  on 
the  cinder  path,  the  crimson  and  white  are  unapproachable.  The 
credit  for  this  meet  necessarily  goes  to  one  man,  who  is  conceded 
by  all  to  be  as  good,  and  if  not  better,  than  any  high  school  sprinter 
in  the  Buckeye  State.  In  the  100  yd.  dash  and  220  yd.  dash, 
George  Gaines  easily  took  the  golden  emblem.  But  it  was  in  the 
440  yd.  dash  that  Columbiana  County  realized,  and  rightfully 
praised  his  wonderful  record  of  52  seconds.  To  the  strains  of  the 
High  School  band  this  f'ashy  runner  has  each  year  smashed  a  county 
record  until  he  now  holds  the  county  record  for  all  three  dashes 

In  response  to  the  call  for  the  one  mile  race  some  ten  or  twelve 
men  responded,  representatives  from  all  schools  in  the  county. 
Clyde  Biddison  for  Columbiana  ran  a  splendid  race  easily  winning 
second.  Benninghoff  is  a  new  man  at  track  and  although  not 
placing  in  the  meet,  the  way  “Red”  ran  in  the  County  Meet  shows 
his  ability  as  a  half-mile  runner. 

In  the  field  events,  Hisey,  Nichols,  Lydei  and  Lehman  failed  to 
come  through  with  the  expected  points,  due  to  rather  stiff  opposition 
and  a  run  of  bad  luck. 

The  feature  of  the  relay  was  the  last  quarter,  in  which  Gaines 
running  fourth,  gained  over  eighty  yards  on  the  leader  and  lost 

first  for  Columbiana  by  an  inch.  His  440  yds.  was  run  in  the 
wonderful  time  of  49  seconds. 
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Due  to  the  efforts  of  Superintendent  Tuttle,  Columbiana  came 
last  winter  into  the  possession  of  an  athletic  hall.  A  place  for  the 
great  indoor  game  of  basketball  was  thus  provided,  and  students 
and  others  of  the  town  have  been  entertained  and  benefited  as 
players  or  as  spectators  during  many  evenings  of  the  past  winter. 

To  Mr.  Tuttle  should  go  the  credit  for  the  direction  of  the 
course  through  which  the  hall  was  provided.  He  has  ever  been 
interested  in  the  physical  education  of  the  students.  It  was  he  who 
eight  years  ago  was  instrumental  in  the  organization  of  the  first 
basket  ball  team  that  ever  represented  C.  H.  S. ,  and  again  last  fall 
he  made  possible  the  reappearance  of  the  sport  in  Columbiana. 

It  was  first  determined  to  build  a  structure  adapted  to  the  use 
of  athletics.  Then  another  proposition  presented  itself  in  the  form 
of  the  church  edifice,  just  north  of  the  school  building.  When 
arrangements  were  completed  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year, 
the  Athletic  Association  took  possession  of  this  building.  After 
some  extended  improvements,  it  was  opened  for  play. 

To  finance  this  proposition,  the  citizens  donated  liberally.  They 
here  manifested  their  deep  interest  in  school  affairs  and  displayed 
a  loyal  community  spirit.  The  business  men  of  town  were  given 
two  evenings  each  week  in  which  to  take  exercise.  Two  evenings 
were  also  reserved  for  the  high  school  and  one  evening  for  games. 

New  improvements  and  further  extensions  of  activity  are  being 
planned  for  next  year.

When  the  good  ship  Buford  carrying  the  most  vicious  of  the 
“reds”  left  the  United  States  in  December,  it  had  been  hoped  that 
Bolshevism  was  at  an  end  forever  in  this  country.
